Hamilton from the Family Allowance 
Branch of the Department of Health.

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WHITHER OUR SOIL FERTILITY? 
Old timers love to tell about the 45 and 50 bushel crops 


ye wheat which were harvested in this district in the “early 


” and while some of us may feel that they use a little 
pox i license in establishing the figures, most of us know that 
crops in general are “not as good as they used to be. is 

When we consider the improved varieties of grain that are 
now available and the greatly improved tillage methods, which 
enable the farmer to get his crop in as.close to the proper 
time as possible, and‘add to these the improved methods of 
fertilization and weed control, the new fungicides, and other 
advantages, we come to the unpleasant but wise conclusion 
that there is some more basic cause for our lowered yields. 


The residual moisture which the prairies carried over 
from their virgin state does not provide the answer fully .. . 
but the fertility which had been gathered through years of 
growing grass, the fibre and humus which this grass had left 
and it security from wind and water erosion in the natural 


. state does provide the answer. 


where cropping has been going on for 40 to 70 years, and where 
for most of hat time, the old fashioned methods of cultivation 
and crop rotation have been used. 


The booklet, which can easily be read at one sitting, points 
out the dangers with which we are faced, the errors in cultiva- 


tion methods and rotations which have brought about the dan- . 


gers, and the remedies which can be applied to bring our soil 
back into good condition. 


While not by any means a complete treatise on the sub- 
ject, the information contained is good food for thought, and 
may do much to stimulate a lively interest in this important 
subject.

THE WAY TO FIGHT COMMUNISM 
WHY NOT ATTEMPT A REMEDY? 


We are constatly beseeched, in this day and age, with ap- 


‘peals to outlaw Communism, to make the party illegal, and to 
prosecute and persecute those who are commonly grouped un- 
der the heading of “fellow-travellers.” ; 


We have not yet fully decided what reason lies behind this 
agitation which is heard in the halls or parliament and, on the 
street corners of our villages and hamlets; we lean to the 
opinion that it is a form of mass hysteria prompted by world 
conditions although there is the possibility that there is a 
more sinister motivation. Whatever the reason, we don’t think 
it is a very sensible proposal; while we give some of its ad- 
vocates full credit for sincerity of purpose we still feel that the 
methods proposed would have an effect directly opposite to 
that which is desired. And’ we also feel that there is a more 
efficient and simpler means of combatting the Red menace 
close to our hand at all times. 


History, if it teaches: us anything at all, teaches that 
persecution fails to accomplish its aims. The history of the 
early Christian church is, of course, the outstanding example 
of the truth of this statement, but history is full of other ex- 
aniples—for instance, the attempted extermination of the Jew- 
ish race by the fanatical paper hanger during the recent war. 
Out of that conflict, despite the loss of millions of Jews, has 
come the Jewish nation to fulfill a long-held dream of the Is- 
raeli people for a national home of their own. 


The remedy which we would propose to combat the spread 
of Communism is-so simple that it is generally overlooked— 
it is to make our democracy work, to make it function in such 
a manner that no sensible person could be attracted by the will- 
’o-the-whisp intangibles with which Communism today seeks 
to attract idealists and men of goodwill. Let us not close our 
eyes to the meaknesses in our present system — the Reds 
don’t. They even capitalize on them with considerable success 
in many cases. Make no mistake about it, there are plenty of 
weaknesses to be seen by everyone who desires to look for 
them. When people can starve in a land of abundance, when 
able-bodied men walk our streets seeking work in a country 
which needs every skill and every effort to develop its po- 
tentialities—when any of these things happen, there is a weak- 
ness in our system. That does not mean, for one moment, that 
the system itself is incapable of efficient operation; it does 
mean that considerable research and effort is required to make 
it Sonotion properly — and, we might add, a little more good- 

ill and application of the golden rule. When the horn on your 
car fails to function, you don’t scrap the car; you put on a new 
and better horn. Let’s apply the same principle to our demo- 
¢ratic process; let’s plug the holes and strengthen the weak 
spots; let’s bring to bear a little of the fanatical effort which 
some of the Red supporters put into their attempts to make 


. the Red system work. If this is done, we feel convinced, no 


prosecution or outlawing of the Conimunist party will be 
necessary—the results willbe so far ahead of anything dream- 
ed of in Moscow that interest in and support of Red programs 
will wither like a plant cut down for lack of light and water. 
It’s cheaper than persecution, it holds more promise of suc- 
cess, it’s a thoroughly democratic process. Why not try 
it?+-The Leduc Representative.

Methoa 1, This is the older 
method of Couch Grass control. It 
is based on the principle of exposing 
the lower stems and roots to the 
drying effects of wind and sun 
during the hot, dry, midsummer 
period. It involves shallow plowing, 
starting in mid-June, followed by j 
repeated and deeper tilling as the 
season advances. The persistent use 
of the duckfoot or spring-toothed 
cultivator is necessary in order to 
bring the entire stem and root 
system to the surface. 

Method II. The object of this newer 
method of Couch Grass control is 
to starve the plants to death—a 
matter of exhausting the food sup- 
plies which are stored in the roots. 
It means repeatedly cutting-off the 
green portions of the plants. The 
one-way disk is a particularly effec- 
tive implement for this purpose.

Bang’s Disease 
The act of Parliament that sets up 
ethe definition and administration of 
Bangs Free Areas was passed in March 
|1949, and amended in 1950, Under the | 
present legislation the area set up here 
would be for compulsory vaccination 
for a period of five years to be follow- 
ea by a blood test at the end of that 
time, or such time as deemed practical 
by the Minister of Agriculture. During 
those 5 years, regulations dealing with 
the following would be in force; 
(a) Computsory calfhood vaccination.

At first glance a relief pitcher's job 
doesn’t seem as tough as a starter’s.

To Evacuate Home 


Winnipeg, Man—When the flood 
waters broke the dikes along the Red 
River, John C. Queau, his wife, Ariie 
and their two children had 15 minutes 
to evacuate their home in the River- 
view suburb of Winnipeg. 

All they managed to take out was 
one change of clothing, and then they 
waded through waist-deep water to 
safe ground. 

Today Mrs. Queau and her two 
children are in Heaslip, Manitoba, 
while Mr. Queau is driving his truck 
on flood duty. 


Their house, like hundreds of others 
in the district, is now deep in the Red 
River. The living room has six feet 
of water in it. The dining room table 
ana chairs are floating up against the 
ceiling. In what was once the back 
yard there is a garage which was 
washed there from some other house, 
and out in the river which was once 
their street, the usual debris of a flood 
stricken city floats by. 

In this neighborhood the Red River 
usually makes a long lazy bend, and 
the suburb of Riverview lee in this 
bend. Today the ten-mile an hour cur- 
rent cuts right through the district 
and only the strongest boats . with 
powerful motors are allowed to enter 
the water. 

Row after row of stark and empty 
houses, sticking out of the water with- 
out a living soul in them is the present 
picture of Riverview. Only house-own- 
ers needing urgent clothing and nec- 
essities are allowed to enter their hom- 
es, and they are equipped with life 
vests by: the Navy. 

Mr. Queau sat at Naval headquarters 
waiting for the navy boat to take him 
to his home. He needed clothes for his 
two children since they had been car- 
ried from the house in their sleepers. 

He said that he bought his house 
during the war and valued it at $5,000. 
His furniture and all his personal be- 
longings will be a total loss, and, like
